1) Introduce yourself Steve, as details as you 
can... What others activity/project you're currently 
involved in, explain a bit about it... 

My name is Steve Aoki. I am a Japanese 
American and I love going to movies and eating 
dinner with my mother. She is the coolest person I 
know and I love being with her. Other than that, I 
do a label called Dim Mak Records, playing in a 
band called This Machine Kills, editor of a Asian 
American Interest Magazine called Yell!, and am 
pursuing graduate school in hopefully Asian 
American Studies where I can do research on my 
Asian American heroes and publish their history. 

2) What is your real purpose for being in a band, 
and running a record label, 
tell me about it... 
These things that I am 
heavily involved in and 
invest a lot of time and effort 
into are means of 
communication and vehicles 
to express myself in various 
ways. First and foremost it is 
about bringing up a dialogue 
with people whether it is 
about music, politics, culture 
or whatever. I do Dim Mak 
because I want to push the 
bands that inspire me. 

3) Do you ever want to be at 
the highest level of 
performing your music/art, or 
have you already feel 
content at what you were ...? 
I always want to reach more 
people, and definitely more 
Asian folks and people of 
color who's visions and 
direction have been 
marginalized by a 
conditioning process that 
enables the dominant 
culture to exist in the 

capacity they do. There are always highs and lows 
with art and music and the more you produce the 
more you can weed out the different elements that 
you don't like. So I try to produce a lot and follow 
that method to better hone down exactly what I 
want my vision to represent. 

4) Have you ever been confront with the race 
issues in the US hardcore/punk scene, to what 
extent? 

Of course, from many people that you wouldn't 
even expect.- Whenever we, as in This Machine 
Kills or The Fire Next Time speak out and discuss 
race issues, there have been uncomfortable white 
people that have called us reverse racists for 
critically dialogueing about solutions for people of 



color and ways in which to help break the silence 
that keeps people of color's voices, expressions, 
actions down. Race is a difficult and very 
provocative issue to discuss in the punk scene, in 
a scene where you are supposed to "leave your 
identity at the door"!!! Fuck that. My identity has 
everything to do with who I am and if people can 
not respect that then I can not respect them. And if 
other punks can not respect those that carry their 
cultural identity with them I can not respect them. 
There are many punks that often feel 
uncomfortable when folks of color bring up race so 
it makes it hard for us to dialogue on these very 
necessary levels. 

5) about the attacks occur on sept 11th in NYC, 
you seem to be emoti onally disturbed with how 
people around 
j negatively reacting to 
| that hideous tragedy. . . 
| Of course, there is so 
i much backlash and 
| racial hatred towards 
S Arab Americans and 
f this growing sense of 
j patriotism is 
I unhealthy in dispelling 
I our own domestic 
' problems of hate and 
racism. Before we can 
unite, lets make sure 
that our differences 
and cultural 
backgrounds are 
respected. Until then 
we have a lot more 
work to do. 

6) What is the thing 
that you really looking 
for in (and out of) your 
life...? 

Right now I would like 
to get into a good 
graduate program 
where I can progress 
and promote ideas that deal with Asian Americans 
and peoples of color. Fight for an education for all 
people. 

7) Will you end up spending your life alone, or will 
persuade someone to be with you all along? 

I am definitely a person who needs others. I have 
a partner right now and she is really integral in my 
life as I am with hers. It is important that I have 
relationships while I am still alive. 

8) In your own words, just how to live a life 
peacefully...? 

Respect other people's space, integrity, dignity 
and try to outreach to those that have been 
outkasted. Thanks Saha! I appreciate the 
interview!!

If you don't, then go 
to any cyber cafe in your town/city and register your own 
address and have fun! You can rely on it, and you don't 
have to be worried about losing your mails, and it only 
takes a minute to receive a message from someone

1 gotta 
tell you I love all his early films; pet detective; when 
nature calls (I remember watch this one on a cinema with 
a close friend having full blast non-stop laugh for near

A lot of my local 
friends have own a VCD 
player at home, and I'm 
so terribly jealous over it.

Damn it, if I ever got a VCD player at 
home, this all won't be such frustrating for me. And I 
don't have to wait for another 5years before I get to see 
Shrek on TV (update: recently I watched the movie, it's 
great!!!). Speaking about VCD, I think a lot of people in 
abroad still didn't know that Malaysia is the biggest 
country in Asia (probably in the world) that duplicates 
foreign movies and music and sell it in the black markets 
--hops all ovei the country And a ' D movie (which is the 
pirate one) will cost for about 4-5RM (less than 2$) 
which is far more cheapest than the original or the 
imported one that cost around 20-30RM (more than 5$). 
And a CD music (which is also the pirate one) will cost 
for about 10-15RM (less than 5$), and it's precisely far 
far more cheap than the original one which cost for about 
40-50RM (for about 15$). About a year ago, the big 
daddy has made a law to prohibiting these pirate 
industries, but they never succeeded because it was a 
huge business (almost 90% consumers all over the 
country). And later on this year, a few Malaysian artists 
(singers, actresses, actors, directors etc) have made a 
huge campaign to boycott this pirate businessman. How 
cynical they have become without ever noticing the price 
of their own products. The price for Weezer latest CD 
will cost me for only 10RM on a pirate market, which 
isn't too far from the original CD in terms of sounds 
quality and re-production, so why do I have to pay 
more??? This is why most population (always 90% of the 
consumers, remember that!!!) rather went to the pirate 
businessman to buy their favorite movies and music than 
to support the original artists who actually drink the 
blood of their own fans and supporters. One thing 4" m 
worry about is that what if these people get the 
underground CD and reproduce it at will??? It could be 



a few Palestinians (hat celebrated in the streets, could I 
really symphatize with the "american nation"? No. I couldn't 
do either. I am so scared of offering any definite 
statements, cause things that happened are so complexed, 
so strange, so hard to figure out for me. It's not even easy 
to define sides here. We always tend to separate things into 
two different categories, that is the duality that our lives are 
sometimes made of and we want to put everything into two 
categories... Good and Bad, Strong and Weak, Attacker 
and Victim, Oppressor and Oppressed. It is more than 
obvious that you can't start explaining these events like 
that, you'll be making a big mistake, a big mistake. You 
can't say that the US is bad/evil/capitalist and the Al-Kaida 
good/righteous fighters for truth, and you can't say the 
opposite, that US is good and Al-Kaida bad. First of all we 
must understand the Act for what it is: it is first of all 
Symbolic. Why? It is obvious because of the targets that 
were chosen: WTC. as the Symbol of US expansionism and 
economic power, and The Pentagon as the Symbol of the 
US military power. By attacking the WTC the attackers 
knew they couldn't smash the US prevaling economy, and 
by attacking the Pentagon they couldn't destroy the defence 
mechanism of the US. of course. So why do it at all? What 
we are witnessing is the battle for the market, battle for 
space of dominance, although it may not seem this way for 
us. I personally think this is what it is. I can't explain. Fact 
is, people don't matter in this picture. And also, we can't 
separate opposed sides the way I just did. This is not about 
the US and Bin Laden and his organisation, like I wanted to 
picture before, it is about us all. Everything that happens in 
the world today affects and involves all of us, whether we 
want to admit it or not. We are all responsible for keeping 
the world in the state it is today, cause we are doing nothing 
really to stop it, or we are helping it devour us and destroy 
our lives. The word you are looking for is Globalization. The 
globalization means lots of things, but one of the most 
important things for me is that it creates the global economy 
that is the pandane of the national capitalist economy of the 
19th century. The world is organized in a way, and I am not 
going to say nothing new with this, that we have the new 
separation of work which is correspondent with the fact that 
the production is transfered to places (Third World, 
anyone?) where the realtion of capital and work force is the 
most profitable. The production is organized from one 
place, for sure, by managers in high office buildings 
(WTC?), but the production is dispressed all over the world 
The political outcome of globalization is much more worse.

Of course I'm totally against this war, that for me have 
nothing to do with "a war against terrorism". It's all about 
controlling gas in central Asia They had this operation 
planed before that attacks.

Wilona (Scorpion 'zine/USA) 

It is extremely difficult for me to write about September 11. 
You have all heard so much about it and don't want to read 
anymore but I've never written a word about it and so I have 
to say something briefly. I didn't lose anyone in any of the 
crashes. I wasn't hurt. But, I lost a large piece of my soul 
that day. I work at an art museum across the street from the 
White House We were opening a big exhibition and so we 
were having a press preview the morning of the 11*. I 
rushed to work, late as always thinking it was going to be a 
crappy day but if I could just get through the press event it 



would fine. I was watching a television camera crew set up 
to do an interview with a photographer from New York. She 
looked faint and kept saying that she was unstable because 
she heard a plane had flown into the World Trado Center 
tower Everyone just kind of looked at her funny, and 
ignored her. We didn't know what it meant (I didn't even 
really understand what the WTC was) and we all thought 
that surely it was an accident. Until about 15 minutes later, 
in the middle of her interview when the guard alerted us that 
the Pentagon had been hit and we needed to evacuate the 
building. I'll cut out the panic drama We really thought 
though that the White House was the next target. The 
streets were a parking lot and so I, and 4 of my co-workers, 
decided to walk the 4+ miles home as fast as we could. I 
never have but I never will watch any of those movies 
where Washington is under attack because that's exactly 
what it felt like We thought bombs, planes, something .. 
was going to fall out of the sky. My brother lives and works 
in NY- I didn't know where he worked and knowing that he 
did work for a financial company, I could only pray that he 
didn't work in the WTC. I have several friends who live in 
NY. I had no way of getting in touch with them or anyone 
else as we walked home. One girt with me walked barefoot 
because she couldn't walk in her work shoes. Some of my 
co-workers walked all the way to Virginia. Barefoot People 
in NY... I don't even know how far they walked. When I 
finally made it home, exhausted, scared, dehydrated, I 
listened to my answering machine. My mom said that she 
didn't know where I was, or where my brother-was. and that 
my grandmother had had another heart attack. I turned on 
the news and called every person I knew for the next 3 
days I was scared to go to work when they let us come 
back We were evacuated a couple more times. It became 
a reality that 1 day, I really might die in a terrorist attack. If I 
didn't admit it to myself, I never would have been able to 
get out of bed. But by being honest with myself about this 
very real possibility, I was able to continue living. My 
brother is safe, my friends are safe and my grandmother is 
doing much better. I lost something that day that I can 
never regain. As I walked home, I thanked God that I was 
able to walk. I asked my friends, what about all of the old or 
disabled people who cannot make this walk? I turned on my 
tv and listened to survivors tell how they saw people in 
wheelchairs begging for help down the stairs. My heart 
broke. It shattered into millions of pieces that I can't yet put 
back together The fact that people would have so much 
hatred and believe so strongly in it that they would give their 
entire lives over to it, that destroyed me. That people would 
be willing to die for that hatred, that I'll never get over. It's 
not just those particular terrorists, hate-filled people are 
everywhere. And they are willing to die just to seek some 
sort of revenge on a faceless enemy. Thousands of people 
died because of hate. Scores more have died since that 
day for the same reason. I can't can't can't get over that. I 
didn't cry until I watched the prayer service on that Friday. 
They showed the service at the National Cathedral. During 
the hymn they cut to a lone fire fighter filling a bucket with 
rubble and then slowly panned out to show the enormity of 
the disaster I cried like I have never cried before. I 
screamed and cried and cried like I thought I would die right 
there. At first, I wasn't sure how I felt about US retaliation 
against the uncertain enemy I have always been a pacifist 
but people kept telling me that "we have to do something." 
But was it "something?" And what will it accomplish? I didn't 
know anything about Afghanistan or the Taliban, I had 
nothing to base my opinion on I stayed inside for a few 
days, avoiding my anti-war activist friends because I just 
wasn't sure. Plus, it was a scary time for people speaking 
out against the government. The only Congress member 
who voted against military action started receiving death 



threats. Then I finally was able to understand the situation I 
imagined that someone from the US had gone to Russia 
and bombed the Kremlin, not as an act that represented the 
US government but as act of his own creation, and as a 
result, Russian forces began dropping bombs all over the 
US in retaliation. Why should innocent people die because 
some psychotic person acted independently? It isn't 
reasonable or just or humane to bomb a country full of 
innocent people. What happened on Sept. 1 1 is a tragedy, 
killing more people is worse. I can't speak for anyone who 
lost someone. I haven't been to NY since then. This is my 
account of what happened and how it affected me. I live 
near a fire station and for 3 years it has never bothered me. 
Now, I wake in the middle of the night to sirens, thinking 
that the city is ablaze. When I hear a loud noise at night, I 
wake envisioning a mushroom cloud. Still, when I hear a 
plane overheard, it makes me quake. Local firemen were 
taking donations to help the families of fallen firemen who 
rushed in to the building just before the collapse. I gave the 
man all that I had in my wallet, it was only $10. He said, 
"Ma'am, that's so kind. Are you sure? If I could hug you I 
would " I told him that he could. If anything good can come 
out of this disaster, I pray that it will. Through love we can 
move forward. Hate is destroying us. 

Zapie (Green Komunitas 'zine/Thailand) 
The world was indeed stunned when terrorists razed the 
world trade center and pentagon in a suicide attack. It was 
no doubt an insanely act on innocent lives and must at all 
costs be condemned by all of us whatever our beliefs and 
faiths. However it appears to be a political act although a 
criminal one. Committed mostly by Arabs it must definitely 
be an act of revenge related to the Palestinian issue that 
has been neglected for about 50years by the US and the 
west. And to this very day America continues to supply 
weapons to Israel working hand in hand to exterminate the 
Palestinians towards extinction. I do not see any difference 
between these two matters or issues. Both acts are criminal 
in nature. While the US president goes around the world 
emphasizing that he will not tolerate terrorism yet no action 
is taken against Israel, its ally... for terrorizing the 
Palestinians.

If there was Taliban military of say 50000, maybe 4000 died 
in the fighting, another 4000 was POW or on loose, while 
the rest either switched the side to Northern Alliance or 
retreated back to the villages. In any case, it didn't remove 
Taliban as an ideological force. The current composition of 
the new government has a build-in bomb inside as it has to 
include Hezbi-lslami and it's leader Gulbuddin Hekmatyar. 
Basically the main difference between Hekmatyar and 
Taliban was that he wanted to be the head of the whole 
thing while Taliban wanted the same Ideological wise they 
do not differ so much At the moment the catch word for 
USA is Taliban and Al-Queda, anything beyond that seems 
to be "let's see that in the future. " thinge. So, US erased 
Taliban and Al-Queda as a military force from Afghanistan, 
but on the same time doesn't much seems to pay attention 
to rebuilding of the economy and whole basic infrastructure 
of the country, that would erase a lot of dissatisfaction from 
that part of the world While fighting the war on terrorism, 
the question of Kashmir will pump up anyway and that is 
something that.. The attack on the Indian parliament was 
probably enough good excuse for India to make some 
decisive military moves in the Kashmir question, we 
probably see some sort of military action and occupation 
thing going on. But on the other hand, both India and 
Pakistan are more or less masters on the brinkmanship, I.E. 
taking things to the almost final end in order to get the best 
of the bargaining. Time will tell. Losers in the game are 
Palestinians as Israel has already probably dropped Jasser 
Arafat and Palestinian Authority off their agenda. For the 
current Israeli government the Oslo agreement is quite bad, 
as they should negotiate and give up more land.
